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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The majority of the applicant's arguments have 
been previously addressed. However the examiner will elaborate on several arguments. 

The applicant's primary argument is over the concept of a panoramic video and whether a panoramic video encompasses the applicant's 
"outer perimeter". 

The examiner points the applicant to col. 6, lines 48 - 56 where Uyttendaele defines what a panoramic video is. A panoramic video a 360 
degree image. Essentially this can be visualized as a ring. This is not a sphere as it seems the applicant is interpreting where the user 
would be able to see from every direction. It is true that on col. 7, lines 12-14 Uyttendaele discloses a system theoretically capable of 
such a sphere like video. However in the next line Uyttendaele discloses that the video streams from this system are put together into a 
panorama, which as previously defined is a ring of video. Thus there will be two edges, top and bottom. 

In regards to applicant's arguments over the definition of landmark, the applicant is entitled to the broadest possible interpretation of the 
claim and therefore the examiner is free to interrupt a physical marking as anything that is identified during the image analysis process. 
Therefore a landmark would be a physical marking. . 

Finally please note that the amendment does correct the 112 issue the examiner raised in the last action, however it does not put the 
claim in conditition for allowance and therefore the amendment will be entered only if this case is appealed. The examiner maintains all 
prior rejections. 
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
